HANCOCK ST. LAND TAKINGS, 
A local paper recently made a state- 


ment and comment to the effect that 
an appropriation of $38,000 made by 
the City Council in 1912 for the widen- 
ing of Hancock street was still un 
expended and that the city was paying 
interest on the amount. The article 
is misleading for the fact is that the 
appropriation of $38,000 made that 
year wholly for the purpose of 
acquiring the land necessary for the 
widening to be done at a later period. 

The expense of taking the land and 
doing the work all ,at one time woule 
have been such that the Council 
deemed it wise to pass an appropria- 
tion taking the land for the widening, 
thus establishing a building line and 
then later make the necessary appro. 
priation for the building of the street 
to the new width. 

Of the original $38,000 appropriated 
there now remains unexpended a bal- 
ance of $4,972.40. The reason for the 
balance is easily explained. It is 
because several of the abutters on the 
street were not satisfied with the 
award made and refused to accept it. 

A larger part of the abuttors how- 
ever did accept the award and have 
received their money for it. Those 
who have up to the present time re- 
fused to accept the award are Edith 
A. Green, Fred B. Rice, John Hall ane 
the Quincy Real Estate Trust.

| These requests were that these streets 
be made of uniform width and a builé- 
ing line established. The idea ot 
j establishing a building line is that ev- 
fentually these streets must be 
| widened, and if the line is now estab- 
|lished, there will be no building of 
|houses outside of this line so that 
{when the time for widening comes 
|there will be no expense for the tak- 
jing of buildings or moving them back 
|from the street line. 
Under the law, the establishing ot 
ja building line comes under the same 


|general scheme as the widening of a 
‘street. A public hearing is necessary, 
|the abuttors having been given pro- 
per notice of the hearing. The City 
|Council then passes an order estab- 
\lishing the new building line and 
| makes awards for land taken. This 
lis exactly what was done in regard 
Ito Hancock street. 

Three expert real estate men were 
{employed by the Mayor to assess the 
|value of the land taken, and it was 
on their figures that the awards were 
made. All but the parties named 
have accepted the award, given deeds 
{for their land and have taken the

A LONG FOLDED NEGLIGE. 


An equally successful quickly pro- 
duced long neglige is made by using a 
strip of 36 inch goods, twice the 
length from neck to foot, good mea- 
sure to allow for hem. Fold this in 
half and 2 1-2 inches below the fold, 
in the centre of the front side—cut 
out a triangle 5 inches at the top and 
7 inches at each side. This is the 
opening for the head, for this garment 
slips on like a night gown. Beginning 
at the foot join the sides to within 15 
inches of the top and sew a_ good 
sized hook on one side and an eye on 
the other just where the seam finish- 
es. Slip the garment over the head, 
and catch the sides together with the 
hook and eye on the underside and 
you have an exceedingly pretty, grace- 
fully shaped neglige. The sleeve 
openings may be bound or faced with 
contrasting color, the neck finished 
with a frill of lace, or band of swans- 
down. The bottom is hemmed and if 
desired can be finished in a pointed 
train, though allowance for this must 
be made in measuring. Three-and- 
one-half yards of 36 inch material is 
the usual amount required for a 
height of 60 inches from neck to 
floor.

Kimono blouses—and nearly all 
fashionable waists are modelled on 
this plan—are not at all difficult to 
turn out. The cutting out is quickly 
accomplished with a good pattern and 
the making, once this detail is ac- 
complished is an easy matter. Such 
waists made of pretty brocades are 
worn for all but the most formal oc- 
casions, and are not among the inex- 
pensive styles if one buys them ready 
made.

WOLLASTON FIRE.

Andrew McIntosh, of the well 
known granite firm of McIntosh «& 
Sons was instantly killed by the cars 
at the Quincy Adams station shortly 
after 10 o'clock Thursday night. Just 
how the accident happened no one 
seems to know, but it is supposed that 
he must have been struck by a switch- 
ing engine while crossing the tracks 
, just south of the Quincy Adams sta- 
} tion. When found the body was on 
‘the outward rail, and was discovered 


by the engineer of the train due in 
Quincy Adams shortly before 10 
o'clock. 

From what can be learned, it is 
supposed that he had followed the 


custom, in general use at South Quin- 
cy, of using the path across tracks in- 
stead of going to the Water street 


crossing, the path being a short cut.

| Golden, a copy of which was placed 
on file in the City Clerks office and 


aud for the reason that for several 


years he has been physically incapaci- 
tated from performing the duties of 
a permanent member of the police 


force. 


Officer Golden sustained a paralytic 
shock several years ago, one side be- 
ing affected. Since that time he has 

‘been unable to do regular duty al- 
though he has performed some light 
| work such as duty on election days 
at the voting precincts. One side 
| however is paralyzed and unfortu- 
nately he will probably never be able 
to reguin the use of his hand and 
arm, Tee. 

According to the Mayor, several 
conferences have been held with the 
officer to get him to resign, as it was 
not desired to remove him from office 
unless absolutely necessary. It is 
said that Officer Golden has several 

agreed to hand in his resigna- 
tion, but has failed to do so, and that 
no later than this week he made a 
similar promise which a few days 
; later he retracted and absolutely re- 


, times 


fused to resign. 


Since he has been incapacitated 
that from duty a reserve officer has been 
| performing his work, but his name 
has still been carried on the rolls of 
| the police department although he has 


not drawn salary. 


Many of the members of the force 
looked upon Officer Golden's refusal 
‘to resign as a hindrance to the ad- 
vancement of other men, as it pre- 
vented their being appointed to the

WHO FOR CITY OFFICES? 


Mayor-elect Miller will have quite 
a number of plums at his disposal 
when he takes office. 


The battleship Rivadavia which was 
scheduled to leave the Fore River 
shipyard Monday will not be taken out 
for the balance of her trips for at 
least two weeks it was announced at 
the office of the company this morn- 
ing. Slight repairs necessitating sev- 
eral hours delay has resulted in the 
loss of the high tide which would 
carry the mass of steel down stream 
without danger. Another tide in two 
weeks assures the departure of the 
vessel. 

The trouble which caused the de- 
lay developed in the centre turbines, 
but the company is not concerned 
and have practically remedied the 
condition. 

When the boat leaves the shipyard 
she will proceed to the Common- 
wealth pier at South Boston and by 
a peculiar coincidence, this South 
American warship and the largest on 
this side of the world may be the 
first to tie up at the biggest pier in 
the Western Hemisphere. Twenty- 
eight carloads of selected coal in 
bags will be placed on board to furn- 
ish the fuel for the final speed and 
endurance runs under the contract. 

Having completed her .tests off 
Rockland, Me., for the number of 
revolutions required by the contract, 
when she sails from South Boston 
within three weeks she will go out 
for her eight-hour full speed test on 
which she must average 22 1-2 knots 
an hour and for her 24 hour run at 
20 knots per hour. Gun tests will 
be completed at the same time off the 
coast of Massachusetts. 

The plans of the Fore River Com- 
pany are to turn the ship over to the 
representatives of Argentina about 
April 10.

Owing to the activities of 


the Board an appropriation of $100,- 
000 had been secured for the boule- 


vard and an appropriation of $9,000 
for dredging the channel and basin at 
Honughs Neck. With the corporation 
of the West Quincy Improvement as- 
sociation a five-cent fare had been se- 
cured for workmen to Milton Lower 
Mills from West Quincy. A train at 
10 P. M. and the midnight train from 
Boston had been secured. Several 
new industries for Quincy had been 
investigated, and as they were found 
to have no financial standing nothing 
had been done. Through the efforts 
of the Board improved street railway 
service had been obtained for Houghs 
Neck and Quincy Point. The Board 
had become affiliated with the New 
England Board of Trade association 
and much benefit had been derived. 

Through the Boards efforts a bill 
for a new bridge over the Neponset 
river at Granite avenue had been se- 
cured, and the bridge was now in pro- 
cess of construction. Progress had 
been made on the municipal dock 
question, but no satisfactory conclu- 
sion had as yet been reached. After 
several years a plan for abolishing 
the grade crossings had been present- 
ed, which the Board had objected to. 
A new station at Adams street had 
been postponed for financial reasons. 
The matter of oiling the tracks at 
railroad stations had been taken up, 
but nothing could be done until the 
four tracks were laid. 

The Board also entered 
Fourth parade and was 
prize.

A rising vote of thanks was extend- 
ed to the retiring treasurer, Charles 
H. Johnson for his seven years faith- 
ful service, and Mr. Johnson in turn 
thanked the Board for its kind ex- 
pression. A vote of thanks was also 
extended to the retiring members of 
the board of directors. 

Secretary Hall then spoke of a new 
industry that desired to locate in 
Quiney, for which capital was need- 
ed.

Quincy, it was desired, should become 
interested to the extent of $1,500.

In case the company fails 
to obtain the $50,000 or $60,000 capi- 
tal it expects the money subscribed 
will be returned. Ample security 
would be afforded investors. Sub- 
scribers will share in the profits and 
the directors and treasurer are to be 
elected from local subscribers. The 
industry was a glass stopper for bot- 
tles. It worked on the system of 
floats and while a bottle once filled 
could be emptied the bottle could not 
again be refilled. Land for the fac- 
tory building had been secured and a 
price agreed upon. 

A communication relative to the 
bills asking the government to pur- 
chase or condemn the Chesapeak and 
Delaware canal was received and 
Dock Commissioner Crane spoke of 
the benefit that would be derived to 
shipping by government ownership of 
this canal. It was then voted that the 
Board inform its senators and con- 
gressmen at Washington of its en- 
dorsement of the bills. 

A communication asking the support 
of the Board in allowing the New 
Haven railroad to retain its sound 
lines between Boston and New York 
was received and after some discus- 
sion was referred to a proper com- 
mittee for study. 

It was voted to extend an invitation 
to the Massachusetts Retail Grocers’ 
association to hold its 1914 conven- 
tion in Quincy. 

The President announced that the 
annual banquet would be held at Al- 
pha hall on the evening of Feb. 10, 
and as the seating capacity was limit- 
ed those desiring to attend were 
urged to secure their tickets early.

QUINCY BILLS, 


As usual a deluge of new bills was 
fied at the State house on Saturday, 
which was the last day for recording 
new measures with the clerk of the 
House, James E. Kimball. Among 
them was a bill presented by Michael 
Yr. Sullivan of Quincy that homesteads 
be exempt from taxation. 

Edward J. Sandberg of Quincy pre- 
sented a bill to establish the salaries 
of the heads of certain state depart- 
ments, Section 1 says that beginning 
with the fiscal year the secretary of 
the commonwealth, the treasurer and 
receiver general, and the auditor of 
accounts shall each receive an annual 
salary of $7,000, and the expense of 
procuring the bonds which the secre- 
tary, the auditor and the treasurer 
and receiver general are required to 
give shall be paid by the common- 
wealth. The petitioner is William L. 
V. Newton. 

Edward J. Sandberg filed a bill au- 
thorizing the directors of the port of 
Boston to improve a channel in Quincy 
The bill provides that the direc- 
tors shall improve the channel, form- 
erly dredged by the commonwealth, 
extending to the club houses of the 
Wollaston Yacht club and the Squan- 
tum Yacht club, by widening and 
deepening the same so that it shall 
be 70 feet in width on the bottom and 


bay. 


three feet deep at mean low water, 
and also by extending the present 
channel, with a width of 70 feet and a 
depth of three feet at mean low water, 
until it reaches a point in the bay 
where the water is three feet deep at 
mean low water. For these purposes 
the directors may expend a sum not 
exceeding $20,000 to be paid out of the 
Commonwealth flats improvement 
fund. 


By Representative Michael T. Sul- 
livan that the grade crossings of the 
Old Colony Railroad, New York 
New Haven & Hartford railroad, 
in Quincy abolished ac- 
cording to the plan adopted by the 
city of Quincy and known as the City 
plan of depression. 

By Representative Sullivan that 
$10,000 be appropriated to be expend- 
ed by the directors of the Port of Bos- 
ton in the construction of break- 
water on that part of the shore of 
Quincy Bay bordering on Manet aven- 
ue in the vicinity of Newton street. 

By Representative Sullivan autho- 
rizing the harbor and land commis- 
sioners to improve Weymouth Fore 
river. 

By Representative Sullivan that a 
sum of $25,000 be appropriated to be 
expended by the Massachusetts High- 
way Commission in the improvement 
of the highway leading from Quincy 
in the city of Quincy to 
Houghs Neck and known as Sea street 
and Coddington street. 

Frank B. Homans of Hyde Park, 
through Senator Langelier has filed 
a bill in the legislature which makes 
it easier for a travelling man and 
others to vote while away from their 
legal voting place. 

The bill provides that a man can 
secure a travelling card from the reg- 
istrars of his city or town which shall 
bear his photograph and signature, 
and on election day after complying 
with certain formalities be entitled to 
vote in any precinct in the state. 

The penalty for voting in more than 
one place is one year's imprisonment. 

If through a hair cut or a trimming 
of the beard his general appearance 
is altered his right lapses if he pre- 
sents an old card, no matter how de- 
fintely he can establish his identity. 
The bill is one of the friekiest pieces 
of legislation that has been presented 
to date. 

A bill in which granite manufactur- 
ers are vitally interested has been in- 
troduced in the Senate by Senator 
Langelier. The bill if it becomes 
law will permit granite manufactur- 
ers to put a lien on monuments after 
they have been set in cemeteries, 
when not paid for. 

Senator Langelier has also intro- 
duced a bill in the senate calling for 
an appropriation of $3,000 for the re- 
moval of objectionable material and 
mud from certain parts of the Quincy 
Shore Boulevard, at Atlantic. 

Senator Langelier and Representa- 
tive Sandberg have introduced a bill 
calling for an appropriation of $20,- 
000 for dredging the channel! in Wol- 
laston Bay. 

Ex-Councilman Charles E. Cher- 
rington has presented a petition ask- 
ing that the question of extending the 
provisions of the Civil Service to the 
Chief Engineer of the Fire Depart- 
ment be again submitted to the citi- 
zens of Quincy at a referendum vote 
for acceptance. This same matter 
came before the voters of the city 
under a special act at the election of 
December, 1912, but was defeated by 
a decisive vote, 1936 yes and 2082 no. 

Representative Sullivan has filed a 
bill which provides for the exemption 
of taxation of all homesteads not 
having a value in excess of $2,000.

MUNICIPAL HOSPITAL, 


The project of a Municipal Hospital 
for the care of contagious diseases in 
the City of Quiney has been completed 
so far as location and plans are con- 
cerned by the Board of Health. 

Chapter Section 35, Revised 
Laws, were amended by Chapter 613, 
Acts of 1911, requiring each city or 
town or a combination of two or more 
adjoining cities and towns to estab- 
lish and constantly maintain one or 
more isolation hospitals for the re- 
ception of persons having diseases 
dangerous to the public health with a 
penalty of $500.00 for each refusal or 
neglect. 

Chapter 151. Acts of 1912, amended 
the previous act by the provision that 
“Each city shall, and each town may, 
and wpon the request of the State 
Board of Health, shall, establish and 
maintain, c.,” and in this act it 
specifies pox, diphtheria, scar- 
let fever, tuberculosis or other dis- 
eases dangerous to the public health, 
unless there already exists in the city 
or town a hospital for the reception 
ill with such diseases, 
is satisfactory to the State 
Health’ ete., with the same

The scheme back of this plan  en- 
tails the employment of a_ resident 
physician, who as well as caring for 
the cases in this hospital, will do 
laboratory work for the  phy- 
sicians of Quincy, free of charge, as 
will enable them to obtain, quickly 
and easily, reports of cultures of all 
kinds taken from their cases of con- 
tagious diseases and will entail also 
a visit from this physician upon every

Considerable work has been done 
by this Board, with but little encour- | 
The Recess Com- 


mittee of the Legislature however be- 
fore whom the city of Quincy 
was called to present reasons why it 
had not complied with the law caus- 
ing the erection of this hospital, sta- 
ted that these plans were by far the 
finest they had yet seen, that the en- 
thusiasm of those who had this 
matter in charge was the greatest 
they had yet seen, and they com- 
mended highly the Board and Mr. 
Faxon for their effort to produce such 
an ideal hospital. 

Some objection to these plans were 
made by a member of the State Boara 
of Health which was quickly over- 
ruled by the whole State Board, ana 
he has later concluded and expressed 
himself unreservedly that this plan is 
splendid. 

The plans have been submitted as 
well to the Trustees of the Hospitals 
for Consumptives, the District Police 
and the State Board of Charities, ana 
no objection of any sort to them now 
exists that the Board is aware of. In 
fact they have received most glowing 
commendation from practically every 
one who should know what a proper 
hospital of this sort should be. 


IDEAL LOCATION, 


Mr. Faxon publicly has announced 
his willingness to give to the city for 
this purpose the proposed location. 
This he also announced to the Recess 
committee when we were brought be- 
fore them, and the Board feels thar 
the city now has an ideal location for 
this hospital as well as an ideal plan. 

His Honor ex-Mayor Stone has been 
a source of the greatest encourage-~ 
ment to the Board in their work ana 
the city should acknowledge to him 
the impetus which has carried this 
movement to its present state. Mr. 
Wright has given freely of his time 
and suggestions, remaking plan after 
plan as improvements were indicatea 
and has promptly aided the Board in 
every manner. 


HOSPITAL IN DETAIL, 


The proposed hospital consists of a 
central administration building with 
ward on either side, one for male 
tuberculosis cases, the other for fe- 
male tuberculosis cases and a covered 
runway leafling back from the admin- 
istration building to the Contagious 
wards which are combined in a sepa. 
rate building. 

Owing to the danger of fire from 
the boiler, the kitchen and laundry 
in the Administration Building, the 
basement walls and ceiling are to be 
fireproofed and the ends of the wards 
adjoining the Administration Building 
are to be fireproof walls. 

The basement contains the main kit- 
chen, wherein is cooked the food for 
the entire hospital. The food is then 
hoisted on dumb waiters to the vari- 
ous diet kitchens where it is trans- 
ferred to dishes belonging to the varl- 
ous wards or dining rooms and the 
remaining food in their uncontamin- 
ated receptacles is returned to the 
main kitchen. A truck is used to 
carry this food through the covered 
runway to the contagious wards where 
it is sent up on dumb waiters to the 
wards in the same manner. The kit- 
chen receptacles containing food and 
ladles cannot in this manner be in- 
fected. Each ward or dining room 
has its own dishés, linen etc. 

STERILIZING ROOM. 


Infected material which is to be 
used again is carried to the sterilizing 
room in sealed bags either by truck 
from the contagious wards or by 
chute from the floor above for mater- 
ial from the Tuberculosis wards. It 
is then placed in the sterilizer and 
sterilized, being taken out from the 
other end of the sterilizer which is in 
an aseptic room, separated from the 
septic room where the infected ma- 
terial was placed in the sterilizer, by 
a solid brick wall. From the aseptic 
room after sterilization it is taken tu 
the adjoining laundry and washea. 
Chutes for uninfected material enter 
the laundry from the floor above. 

A dining room is shown in the base- 
ment for the hospital help, their fooa 
being carried on trays from the kit- 
chen. 

Two large store rooms, one for 
food supplies and one for hospital 
furniture, etc., with a large refrigera- 
tor room and coal pockets complete 
the basement plan.

SOCIAL HALL. 


The first floor of the Administration 
building contains a large dining ana 
social hall, whfch with a portable 
stage and piano will prove an attrac- 
tive feature of this hospital. A smal) 
operating room and office which wih 
be used as a dispensary and labora- 
tory as well, is here located. The 
nurses dining room is also on this 
floor and is by its own service room 
and location absolutely safeguarded 
from infection. 

The second floor of the Administra 
tion building is reserved entirely for 
the nurses and female help of the 
hospital and is equipped with a wel) 
located living room and baths, as well 
as a large room for matron or head 
nurse. This floor shows sleeping ac- 
commodations for seven. 

The top floor is reached by a separ- 
ate stairway from the lower floor ana 
contains rooms and bath for the male 
service of the institution. Large fire 
escapés are provided for each of the 
two upper floors.

As the percentage of reported tu- 
berculosis cases is practically three 
males and two females, the size of 
these large wards is made according- 
ly. Each section contains a locker 
and dressing room where each patient 
keeps his clothing. Adjoining this is 
the toilet and bath room, complete 
even to tooth washing bowls and 
shower baths. 

These two rooms are placed next 
to the large ward to make them as 
convenient as possible, and being on 
the ward floor instead of in the base- 
ment they are much more attractive 
and serve their purpose better. 

Between the bathroom and the Aa- 
ministration building is a ward for aa- 
vanced cases, which is heated and wilt 
be kept at a more equable tempera- 
ture for these cases, and next to this 
ward is a one bed room for an_ iso- 
lation room or for dying cases. These 
two rooms are next to the Aministra- 
tion building to minimize the distance 
for the nurses as these advanced cases 
require considerable attention. 

The wards will be equipped witn 
wheel beds and the corridors are so 
arranged that cases easily 
wheeled in their beds onto the large 
veranda, as well as facilitate their 
easy removal in case of fire, 

CONTAGIOUS BUILDING. 

The Contagious building is unique 
in that scarlet fever, diphtheria ana 
possibly other contagious diseases are 
cared for on the same floor of a buila- 
ing and five wards can be supervisea 
by nurse, This is accomplished 
by having a glass walled room in the 
centre of the building, from which an 
unobstructed view can be had by the 
nurse in charge of every patient in 
the contagious wards.

BROOKLINE’S SCHEME, 


Should Brookline be annexed to Suf- 
folk county as proposed, the Norfolk 
county taxes would take such a jump 
that Quincy’s tax rate would be fifty 
cents larger than under present ar- 
rangements. 

Quincy now pays a county tax of 
$26,139, and Brookline $98, Witn 
Brookline out of Norfolk county, Quin- 
cy’s tax would be $43,565, 
of $17,426. 

Upon the city’s present valuation of 
$25,000,000, a levy of $1 per thousand 
raises $25,000, so that a levy of fifty 
cents would be required each year to 


an increase 


raise the $17,426 additional for the 
county. 
Brookline now pays two-fifths of 


the Norfolk county tax, which in 1913 
was $250,000, and will probably be the 


same this year. Quiney pays over 
one tenth. With Brookline out oi 
of the county, Quincey and all the 


other towns would find their assess- 
ments about two-thirds larger, Quincy 
would than pay over one-sixth.

it makes considerable difference to 
all the town whether the Brookline pe- 
tition to the Legislature is successful. 
The Quincy Patriot is not so much op- 
posed to the scheme for the financial 
reasons quoted above, but because a 
rich town like Brookline would shirk 
a just tax, and place the burden upon 
its poor neighbors. 

We are glad to learn that the Norfolk 
County Commissioners, Norfolk County 
treasurer, and Norfolk County mem- 
bers of the Legislature are opposed to 
the scheme and that it will meet with 
strong Opposition. But the city gov- 
ernment of Quincy should go on rec- 
ord against it, and adopt a resolve at 
the next meeting of the City Council. 

The Mayor and Legislative commit- 
tee should be requested to appear in 
opposition at the State House hearing 
which may be held in a few days. Per_ 
haps Mayor Miller will make it the 
subject of a communication to the City 
Council. 


SHOULD BE LOYAL, 


Editors Patriot: 

When the citizens of Quincy elect a 
mayor, they choose a man in whom 
they have confidence and in whose 
hands they feel it safe to leave the 
administration of civil affairs. When 
Mr. John L. Miller was elected he was 
no exception to the rule. Therefore 
it seems quite wrong for certain peo- 
ple to take it upon themselves to criti- 
cise Mr. Miller’s appointments. 

A good citizen should be loyal 
enough to withhold criticism until a 
trial of the new man has been made. 
This is especially true when some of 
those ‘who criticise men who 
failed of reappointment. It is an art 
to be a good loser. 

In the case of the Thomas Crane 
Public ‘Library trustees we grant that 
the library management has been very 
efficient but the three men who have 
not been reappointed are not the only 
able men Quincy possesses and the 
men appotited in their places are men 
of. no mean ability and there is no 
reason why the library management 
should not be equally as efficient as 
in the preceding year. 

The office is not a life position and 
it is always good to have new men 
who will bring new ideas. It seems 
altogether indelicate for a man to ob- 
ject because he did not receive the ap- 
pointment since a man is not always 
the best judge of his own ability. We 
believe Mr. Miller was honest in his 
appointments and did not make them 
as political plums.

GRADE CROSSING DECREE, 


The much mooted subject of the 
abolition, or as it is technically called 
the separation of the grades at the 
Saville and Water Street railroad cross

NEW WARD PETITION. 
Houghs Neck which has about as 
many schemes as the law allows, is 
now circulating a petition to present 
to the City Council asking that 
Houghs Neck be made a separate ward 
of the city, in order that it may have 
a better in the City 
Council. 

Should the City Council decide to set 
off Houghs Neck as a separate ward 
it means that the ward would be en- 
titled to three councilmen from the 
ward and that an additional council- 
man-at-large would have to be elected 


which would increase the City Council 


representation 


to 27 members instead of 23 as at 
present. 
There is a provision in the City 


Charter for setting off an additional 
ward, one of the requirements of the 
provisions being that it must be passed 
by a majority of the City Council for 
two successive years. 

That is if the Council should act 
favorably on the petition this year it 
would have to come up again next 
year for similar action. 

It has been suggested by some that 
Houghs Neck be set off as a precinct 
of Ward One. At best it would be 
but a small ward and if it is given 
three members of the City Council, it 
would have a larger representation, 
when compared to its size than any 
other ward of the city. Wards of a 
city should be about equal in popu- 
lation and voters, and Houghs Neck 
cannot claim one-seventh of the pop- 
ulation of the city which woukd be 
3,500.

DECREE APPROVED, 

What is believed to be the final act 
in legislation relative to abolition 
grade crossings in Quincy came last 
Saturday, the Public Service 
Commission of Massachusetts 
its for the abolition of 
grade crossings at Saville and Water 
streets as per the decree of the spec 
ial commission published in the Daily 
Ledger of Friday, Feb. 6. It 
in March, 19138, that the decree 
made. 

The order of the 
Commission reads as follows 

“After notice and

plans the abolition of the grade 
crossings of the tracks of the Old 
Colony railroad (New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Co.

of Quincy, as set forth in the report 
of the special commission 
by the Superior court, to consider the 
matter and after consideration of the 
expenditures therein authorized, 
is— 

ORDERED, that the commission 
hereby certify that in its opinion the 
adoption of said plan and the naming 
of such expenditure 
with the public interest, and ‘are 
reasonably required to secure a fair 
distribution the different

The general impression 
that few of the ladders now in use in 
the department would stand this test. 

Chief Billings told some of the 
Councilmen at City Hall, Monday 
night, that if the apparatus had been 
supplied with large rubber blankedis 
that much of the water loss at fires 
could be preventedfi.

My home was broken up through the 
death of my mother, explained Mr. 
Callahan, when I was but six years of 
I recall this chapter of my life 
vividly. One of her last words almost 
were “take Johnnie and put him in 
an orphan asylum.” (Her funeral was 
held two days afterward, and from 
then on I missed my mother- 


age 


Touching on his two years in the 
asylum, Mr. Callahan then mentioned 
his start in life as a paper boy and 
boot black in the Grand Central sta- 
tion. He described the life, how he 
began his sinful career on a _ small 
scale, by lying and stealing, and after- 
ward left the big city when the west- 
ern fever struck, secure in the belief 
that he could get a new start in life. 

He told of how, with Chicago in 
mind, he saw a crew making up a 
freight train, how the “side door pull- 
man” appealed to him and his ride 
through the darkness of the night. 
Leaving the name of Callahan behiend 
he said he took an assumed name and 
it had him going all tha time. 

He had expected to leave his sin be- 
hind but nothing travels as fast as 
sin he found. In Chicago he learned 
the ropes, became one of the strong 
arm gangmen, did his trick at Joliet 
penitentiary, and left the state to es- 
cape the habitual criminal act at the 
suggestion of an old warden. - 


He reached his brother's home in 
Minneapolis secured employment in a 
bar room, fought a losing fight with 
liquor for many weeks, during which 
time he was pinched, sentenced to the 
work house and then released through 
political influence obtained through 
his employer. While celebrating the 
happy event he passed the religious 
meeting, and the “God bless you” giv- 
en by a man at the door and the sing- 
ing of hymns by those assembled in- 
side drew him, so that he automatical- 
ly entered and joined in the service. 

Mr. Callahan throughout his sketch 
of his life frequently quoted the scrip- 
tural passages, “Thy sin shall find thee 
out” and “the wages of sin are death,” 
to illustrate incidents in his career 
which not only had to do with detec- 
tion of sinners but by death as a re- 
sult of sinning. 


Mr. Callahan daily ministers to 
the “down and outers” of New York 
and said he, “the men that I am deal- 
ing with on the Bowery began in the 
gilt palaces on the avenue, and now 
they drink the “third rail stuff.” This 
meeting was planned to save 
men in Quiney. It is a great thing to 
Save a man that is going to destruc- 
tion- 

At the conclusion of his speech Mr. 
Callahan asked all who wanted help In 
the fight to lead a better life to raise 
their hands, and many did and after 
the closing hymn, at his request, most 
of these men walked to the platform 
and grasped him by the hand. Mr. 
Callahan was given much applause at 
the conclusion of his talk.

It was announced that Mr. Callahan 
would speak at the evening service at 
the Water Street Presbyterian church, 
and all were invited. 

At the close of the afternoon meet- 
ing the Y. M. C. A. opened its doors to 
welcome those who had raised their 
hands and others. Songs were sung 
and refreshments were served.

In the evening Mr. Callahan spoke 
at the First Presbyterian church to a 
congregation that thronged the edi- 
fice. His talk, “From Dungeon to 
Palace” was the story of the life of 
Johnnie White who was, through the 
medium of religious influence of the 
Hadley Mission, rescued from a way 
of sin. The talk was very interesting 
and touched a great deal upon the 
vice and dens of the metropolis. 

Mr. Callahan also related how the 
mission Was started through the 
philanthropy of two millionaires in a 
place where vice flourished and how 
its opening put these places out of 
business and offered many of the 
habitants refuge. Music during the 
evening was by the regular choir and 
Rey. J. A. Matheson, pastor, directed 
the service.

DANIEL J. NYHAN. 


District Engineer Daniel J. Nyhan 
of Atlantic, passed away on Tues- 
day at his home on Hancock street, af- 
ter a long illness, aged 53 years.

Scarcely have the echoes of the ac- 
claim with which the natal day of Ab- 
raham Lincoln was hailed, faded into 
silence, when again we welcome the 
coming of the anniversary of the birth 
of that great American of an earlier 
period, whose name shines ever with 
brighter luster with passing genera- 
tions. The name and fame of George 
Washington loses nothing in compari- 
son with the brilliant constellations 
of noted Americans who have shone 
upon the pages of our history since his 
day. 

‘He sacrificed all the physical com- 
fort known in his day, preferring the 
rough life of the field and the camp, 
with its sometimes appalling hardships 
that he might be of service to his 
country; pursuing the even tenor of 
his way when reviled and misunder- 
stood, and later when the tide turned 
in his favor, refusing to consider the 
crown which might have been his, that 
the “government of the people, by the 
people” might be established. 

Is it cause for wonder that his story 
still inspires lovers of our country to 
noble aspirations and noble deeds? 
We should fail as patriots did we not 
include the 22d of February as a day of 
epecial observance; one for eulogy and 
for eloquence. _ Teachers of patriotism 
can have no better theme than _ this, 
no finer object lesson to place before 
the children, especially the little aliens 
who are being fused in the great 
“melting pot” of this nation, later to 
be moulded into American citizens.

At a meeting of Quincy branch of 
the Granite Cutters International As-

The objections against the Rail- 
road's plans have been voiced from

Suffice to say that it 
seems strange that the railroad would 
object to the proposed City on 
account of cost, particularly when we 
know that recent investigations in 
caanection with the expense accounts 
c@tme N. Y. N. H. & H. R. R. have 
weown that hundreds of thousands of 
emisars have been expended by this 
weerroad in an effort to lead legisla- 
son into what the officials 
swould term the proper channels.

PORTRAIT OF MR. ADAMS. 


Much favorable comment is heard 
from those who have seen the portrait 
of Charles Francis Adams by Robert 
Vonnoh, exhibited at the Doll & Rich- 
ards galleries, Boston. The picture 
of Mr. Adams is full length and life 
size and is painted for the Massachu- 
setts Historical Society. 

It is an impressive and dignified 
composition, rich in color, unusual in 
design, a striking piece of character- 
ization. No less than four different 
kinds of reds enter the color 
scheme, those of the leather-uphol- 
stered chair of the presiding officer of 
the Massachusetts Historical Society, 
of the faded crimson carpet, of the 
darker crimson curtains, and of the 
fiery glow from the fireplace in the 
background. The way in which these 
difficult tones have been brought into 
harmony and concord by the artist is 
quite a triumph. They are united by 
the black of the Princeton gown worn 
by Mr. Adams, by the dull gold of the 
picture frame which surrounds the 
Copley portrait of his grandfather, 
John Quincy Adams, hanging over the 
carved marble mantelpiece, and by 
various other connecting links in the 
elaborate scheme of color; and in 
spite of the interest that attaches to 
the many accessories, which go to 
make the work a picture, rather than 
a mere portrait, the chief interest does 
first and last centre in the remarkable 
painting of the man's own personal- 
ity, as it should. 

It is interesting to learn that when 
this portrait was to be painted, Mr. 
Adms intimated to the artist that he 
did not especially care about the liter- 
al correctness of the likeness, and 
the inference is that he considered the 
beauty of the work the prime thing. 
It is also interesting to know that the 
introduction of the rich scheme of red 
tones in the background was suggest- 
ed by Mr. Adams himself, who spoke 
of the remarkably effective employ- 
ment of such tones by Titian in his 
portraits.

WIL LIAM B. ORCUTT. 


William B. Orcutt, formerly of Wol- 
lascon, a well known lawyer, died 
Wednesday at his home in Winthrop, 
in his 69th year, death being due to 
a complication of diseases. 

Mr. Orcutt was born in Georgia, Vt., 
and was graduated from Dartmouth 
polices in 1871. He read law in Mil- 
ford, N. H., office and was admitted to 
the aa Hampshire bar, and began 
practice in Clinton, Mass., In 1880 
he opened a law office in Boston where 
he has since practiced, making a spec- 
ialty of equity cases.

GRADE CROSSING DISCUSSED. 


The fact that there is an interest in 
the Ward Three Improvement Asso- 
ciation was shown Wednesday even- 
ing when over 100 citizens of the ward 
crowded Clan MacGregor hall to over 
flowing at a meeting of that organi- 
zation, 

The meeting was opened by tem- 
porary chairman James Joss and Jo- 
seph B. Grossman acted as secretary 
pro tem. 

The committee appointed at last 
meeting to look up suitable quarters 
for meeting purposes reported and it 
was decided to hold the next meeting 
in Clan MacGregor hall, on Wednes- 
day eveniag, March 4. 

Charles F. Barnicoat, representing 
a committee which was appointed to 
draw up by-laws, reported and pre- 
sented a copy of by-laws which had 
been drawn. These were read by the 
secretary and it was decided to act on 
their acceptance and to elect officers 
at the next meeting of the association. 

The life of the meeting really began 
when City Engineer Sargent explained 
the plan of grade abolition 
by the elevation of the railroad tracks, 
which has been accepted by the Public 
Service Commission. He told in de- 
tail the different parts of the plan, 
without giving his opinion as to whe- 
ther or not depresion was better than 
elevation. 

Principal Assessor G. B. Bates, who 
Was on hand ,entered into a discussion 
with Mr. Sargent concerning the plan 
and then explained the Bates plan and 
the City plan, both of which provided 
for the the tracks 
through Quincy. 

Mayor Miller was present. Any ru- 
mors which may have been around the 
city that there was a breach between 
the Mayor and Principal Assessor be- 
cause of their disagreement in regard 
to depression may be laid to rest.Mr. 
Bates denied it, and his denial was 
quickly by the Mayor 
himself.

Eben C. Peebles was born of Irish 
parentage at Henryville, Quebec, Feb. 
5, 1841. When eighteen years of age 
his family moved from the Richelieu 
District into the County of Stanstead. 
Here he spent the rest of his life with 
the exception of one notable period. 
Like so many young Canadians of the 
“fifties” and “sixties,” he was tempted 
across the “line” and found remunera- 
tive employment in and near Boston. 
It was at Quincy, Mass., that he met 
Miss Mary Faxon, member of a well- 
known New England family, whom he 
married Sept. 25, 1879. 

Subsequently Mr. and Mrs. Peebles 
returned to Stanstead and settled on a 
beautiful farm near Fitch Bay which 
became famous through the country- 
side as a centre of kindness and hospi- 
tality. Here the family remained for 
more than twenty years and then re- 
moved to Beebe Plain, where Mr. Pee- 
bles passed away on his journey to “a 
better country, that is a heavenly,” 
on the 30th of January, 1914. He v 
buried according to the rites of 
church of England by the James 
Hepburn, the Rector of Stanstead, for 
many years a friend of the 
The sympathy of the whole community 
and of many friends, scattered far 
wide, is extended to Mr. faith- 
ful wife and devoted daughter, 
who survive him. 

For some time friends noted a fail-

The multitudinous cares of the

NEPONSET BRIDGE HEARING, 


(Special from, State House.) 

That the city of Boston is unalter- 
ably opposed to the reconstruction of 
the Neponset bridge was again made 
manifest Thursday at the hearing of 
another bridge proposition by the leg- 
islative committee on roads and bridg- 
es, on petition of Dorchester members 
of the Legislature. 

Further opposition to the proposi- 
tion was raised by the Bay State Street 
Railway Company through its counsel, 
James F. Jackson. 

The hearing Thursday was confined 
to the bill presented by Senator Fran- 
cis J. Horgan of Boston. This bill pro- 
vides substantially the same improve- 
ments contained in the bills previously 
heard by the committee. There 1s, how- 
ever, the provision that the city of 
Boston shall pay forty-five percent of 
the total cost. Quincy would pay 
twenty-five percent and the county of 
Norfolk five percent, a total of seventy- 
five percent. Further provision is made 
that the State should bear five percent 
of the burden and any street railway 
companies operating upon the bridge 
would pay fifteen percent. 

Corporation Counsel John A. Sulli- 
van, appearing for the city of Boston. 
said that this bill is fifteen percent 
worse, from Boston's viewpoint, than 
the other bills that have been present- 
ed. “The city of Boston cannot afford 
to assume this burden,” he said 


COURT OFFICERS HEARING, 


The Committee on Public Service 
gave a hearing on the bill to give 
court officers of police, district and 
municipal courts, thirty days vaca- 
tion instead of fifteen as at present. 
William M. Marden of Quincy, presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Court Of- 
ficers League, spoke in favor. He 
contended that much of the work of 
the court officers was after court ad- 
journed in committing prisoners to 
jail.

Editor Quincy Patriot: 

My attention has been called to a 
paragraph which appeared in Wed- 
nesday’s Ledger, under the caption 
“Panama Canal Tolls,” purporting to 
give the views held by Quincy branch 
of the American Society of Marine 
Draftsmen on the subject of Panama 
Canal legislation, as expressed by 
them in a communication addressed 
to Congressman Gilmore. 

Unfortunately, the three “proposi- 
tions” you adduce as advocated by the 
American Society of Marine Drafts- 
men are in fact three sections of the 
Panaman Canal Act of 1913, two of 
which the resolutions, adopted by all 
the branches of the society, “urgent- 
ly request” Congress to repeal. 

I quote below the text of the Reso- 
lutions as actually adopted: 

“Whereas, the Government of the 
United States in constructing,  en- 
tirely at its own expense and risk, the 
Panama Canal Act of 1913, two of 
own people, as a military measure 
for the protection of its two coast 
lines and a facilitation of its domes- 
tie and foreign commerce 

“Whereas, it is of vital domestic 
importance for the United States to 
build up its own merchant marine 
which has practically disappeared 
from the oceans, as an auxiliary to 
the American Navy and for economic 
reasons; 

“Whereas, the higher cost of 
American labor and the lack of suffi- 
cient marine work for our shipyards 
make it impossible to compete with 
foreign shipbuilders, be it 

“Resolver, That the United States 
have the perfect right and exercise 
this right to exempt all its ships 
from canal tolls. 

“Resolved, That the United States 
tional measures to promote the up- 
building of the American Merchant 
Marine as a matter of National de- 
fense and of economy, that the Ameri- 
ean Society of Marine Draftsmen 
urgently requests the repeal of the

THE $12 LIMIT. 


Reference has been made that the 
City Council having failed last year 
to establish a tax limit for current 
city expenses, that the city is without 
a limit, and that the City Council can 
appropriate more than $12 per $1,000 
for current expenses. 

A reading of the law, however, 
would seem to indicate, that al- 
though the City Council did not fix 
a limit, the fact that they did not, 
does still confines it to $12. 

The law says that after a hearing 
the City Council “may” fix a limit. 
Had the word “shall” been used it 
would have possible for the 
Council to have raised more than 
the amount possible under the $12 
limit. As it reads “may,” the law 
interpreted to mean that in the ab- 
sence of the City Council fixing any 
rate, it remains at $12 as before. 

There is another thing about the 
law of last year relative to the 
amount the City Council can appro- 
priate for current expenses. One of 
these things it has been understood 
was that the City Council cannot in- 
crease any item above that recommend 
ed by the Mayor. Another provision

That 
is the City Council can request the 
Mayor to increase certain items and 


in case he fails to do so the Council 
can do it. 

This section reads, that in case the 
“Mayor fails to transmit in writing to 
the City Council a recommendation 
for an appropriation of money for 
any purpose deemed by the Council to 
be necessary, and after having been 
so requested by the vote of Council, 
said Council after the expiration of 
seven days, may upon its own initia- 
tive make such an appropriation by a 
vote of two-thirds of its members.”

It was a few days later, how- 
ever, before the Mayor had an oppor- 
tunity to interview Mr. Bates, and at 
this interview he emphatically denied 
making the statement attributed to 
him although the Mayor had personal- 
ly heard it. 

In order that there might be no 
question in regard to the matter, the 
Mayor asked for a stenographic trans- 
cript of the statements made the 
hearing. These he received Tuesday 
night, and as he states in his letter to 
Mr. Bates they bore out the facts that 
the statement was made.

Since the annual meeting the finance 
committee had collected $12,500 in sub- 
scriptions, and had secured pledges 
from two individuals $5,000 
each if the remainder of the 000 
Was raised. 
This brought to the meeting a deficit 
of $2,500 and those present set about 
raising it with a will which brought 
the result above mentioned. Rufus B.

The tentative plans for the parish 
house as presented to the members of 
the church, call for a three story stone 
edifice to cost $25,000. 

On the ground floor will be a large 
social room with a seating capacity of 
5 ata meeting or 170 at supper. 
Connected with it will be a kitchen of 
modern equipment with unexcelled 
facilities for efficient preparation and 
serving of food. 

On the second floor will be a large 
Sunday School room, class rooms and 
a ladies’ parlor. On the third story 
will be a baleony to the Sunday School 
room, with quarters for the primary 
department having a capacity of 97. 

If the present plans are carried out, 
the parish house will form but a part 
of the $60,000 plant herewith pictured. 
These plans would in time do away 
with the present church building of 


stone, be 


wood, replacing it with the stone 
church and parish house. 
The buildings will be placed well 


back from the street, giving oppor- 
tunity for a broad lawn to properly set 
them off. The site is located at the 
corner of Winthrop and Lincoln aven- 
ues, The parish house portion is all 
that will be attempted for at least 
three years, and the building commit- 
tee has full power to alter or replace 
any and all present plans. 

The chairman of the building com- 
mittee declined to state when work 
would be started on the parish house 
but it is understood that building 
operations will begin in a month or six 
weeks.

“While adults consume a 
quantity of milk, infants and children 
depend upon milk as their principal 
article of diet up to five years of age. 
At the present time Quincy consumes 
daily about 10,500 quarts of milk, 
supplied by sixty-one milkmen who 
deliver directly to the consumer, ana 
through the 165 stores licensed to sel 
milk. 

“The inspection of a city’s milk sup- 
ply offers a many sided problem. 
The average consumer believes that 
milk having a plainly marked cream 
line and no visible sediment is pure, 
and little or no interest been 
shown in the actual cleanliness and 
bacterial the milk. By 
straining milk all visible particles or 
dirt are removed, but the bacteria pass 
on and continue to multiply. 

“Cleanliness in the handling of 
milk is of prime importance and con- 
sumers are advised to visit the places 
where their milk is produced and bot- 
tled ,to see if it is handled in as 
cleanly a manner as are other fooa- 
stuffs in their homes.

STREET LIGHTING. 


False economy is the way many look 
at the plan to do away with all-night 
street lighting, and to run the lights on 
a 1 o'clock moonlight schedule. The 
move is certainly not a popular one, 
especially with physicians and others 
whose business often calls them out 
late at night. As one physician says, 


street lights are a great aid when he| 
is called out to attend a patient after) 


1 o'clock as frequently happens. It is 
uo fool of a job to try and run an au 
tomobile through the streets, when 
they are pitch dark and accidents are 
almost unavoidable. 

Then again take it in case of a fire, 
in the middle of the night it is risky 
business driving at a high speed 
through pitch dark streets. Aside 
from this many look upon all-night 
street lighting as good police protec- 
tion. 

An officer on duty at night is of 
little use when it is so dark that the 
hand can not be seen before the face, 
and it is not among the impossibilities 
that an officer might pass within a few 
feet of a watching burglar and not see 
him. Burglars as a rule select the 
early hours of the morning for their 
work, and to have the streets dark is 
help to them. 

As the amount recommended by the 
Mayor for street lighting this year is 
$3000 less than last year the City 
Council cannot very well increase the 
amount although the law of 1913 
which has so often been quoted of 
late provides a avay in which the Coun- 
cil can act to get the increase in any 
item. That is the Council can vote to 
request the Mayor to make certain ap- 
propriations and after a lapse of a cer- 
tain length of time the Council can 
take the initiative in the matter of an 
appropriation.

CO-OPERATIVE BANK PETITION. 


According to banking men, it is not 
the lack of banks which causes the 
scarcity of money for the building of 
homes and the development of real 
estate, but the reason is that people 
do not deposit their money. This is 
the answer given to that advanced 
fer the establishment of a new trust 
company and a new co-operative bank 
in Quincy. 

According to officials of the Quin- 
cy Co-operative bank, new shares are 
issued every six months, and the mon- 
ey is let as fast as it is received. If 
more money was deposited then the 
bank would have more to lend. It 
would make no difference if 
were half a dozen co-operative banks 
if the people did not deposit their 
money there would be none to loan. 

One would be surprised, said Rich- 
ard D. Chase of the Quincy Coopera- 
tive bank, to know how many appli- 
cations for loans are received. If 
all of the requests were complied 
with there would be nothing left for 
the shareholders. Many of the de- 
mands for loans are all out of rea- 
son, and it would be impossible for 
any bank to grant them and no bank 
would.
